CURFEW 


The new pension act came into ef¬ 
fect on September 1st. At every 
stage, Canadian pensions have been 
much higher than those of any other 
country and the enactment made last 
session further enhances Canada’s 
position in this respect. A twenty 
per cent increase is allowed for one 
year for ex-privates in order to offset 
the high cost of living, and approxi¬ 
mately a thirteen per cent, increase 
for those who held the rank of ser¬ 
geant. An increase in the pension 
for the first orphan child is also pro¬ 
vided for. Under the new rate, it 
will be $360 per year instead of $288, 
while the pension for the second child 
will $240, and for the third and 
each subsequent child $192. The 
Board is very anxious that widi pub¬ 
licity be given to the fact that no 
charges are to.be made for services 
rendered pension applicants unless 
these are first submifted to it for ap¬ 
proval. Those who make such char¬ 
ges without first submitting them arc 
liable to a fine of $500 or six months’ 
imprisonment, or both.

At the entrance to the toy depart¬ 
ment of a New York store are two 
mirrors. One makes you look tall 
and slim, the other short and fat. 
Their object is to bring a laugh, which 
of course they do, but into the grown¬ 
up’s mind there creeps the thought, 
“Suppose I were like that.” There 
are mirrors that do not distort thut 
bring a question, too. Sometimes we 
gee ourselves in the mirror of anoth¬ 
er man’s life,' and our own life stands 
out sharp and clear. Som'etimes it is 
the mirror of the past, and we see lost 
opportunities; sometimes it is the fu¬ 
ture and we see possibilities. These 
thiugs are good for us. And it is well 
sometimes to look into the mirror 
that another is measuring himself by, 
particularly if it is a nation that is 
studying itself and resolving that. it 
will never look like that agam. Look 
into this mirror which the “London 
Nation” held up before the people of 
England in 1916. 

“...It was commonly said before 
the war, when this or that reform was 
proposed, that the taxpayer could not 
stand it, or industry could not stand 
it, or public opinion was not ready 
for it. The war has shown us how 
hollow many of these objections were, 
how timidly we had estimated our 
powers and resources, and it has 
brought home to us the soverign im¬ 
portance of the quality of a nation’s 
life.

M. D. OF RILEY MEETING 

The Council Board for the Munici¬ 
pal District of Riley No. 159 met in 
the Oddfellows Hall, Cayley. Mem¬ 
bers of the Board present—May, 
Blake, Christofferson, Phillips and 
Scott. Meeting called at 2:30 by the 
Reeve. The minutes of last regular 
meeting read by secretary and were 
approved as read. A letter from Mrs. 
Josephine Frank asking that she be 
placed under the Widows' Allowance 
Fund brought forth a great deal of 
discussion. The secretary was final¬ 
ly authorized to further communicote 
with the authorities on the matter. 

The road construction problems 
came in for a lot of discussion and 
criticism. The brand by-law was a- 
gain brought up by the secretary and 
the appointing of poundkeepers for 
the several Divisions were proceeded 
with. A copy of same will appear in 
this journal as soon as same is sanc¬ 
tioned by the Minister of Municipal 
affairs. Mr. Keith Nelson was 
granted $40 for land taken by the 
Council in 1915 for a deviation in the 
road allowance. 

As it is now necessary under the 
new Municipal Act, that the Supple¬ 
mentary Revenue Tax, the Wild Land 
Tax and the Educational Tax must be 
levied according to land values, also 
that general assessment must be 
made prior to June 1st, 1920, it was 
found necessary that the assessment 
be made during the fall of 1919. Wm. 
Caspell was appointed assessor for 
the Municipal District of Riley No. 
159 and said assessment is to be made 


during the fall of 1919, the remuner- 
tion far same to be $66 per Tp. for 
each Tp. assessed. The secretary 
was authorised to pay the following

By-Law No. 15 for the restraining of animals 
running at large 


A by-law of the Municipal District of Marquis, No. 157, for restrain¬ 
ing animals at large. 

[1] . In this by-law unless the context otherwise requires the term 
animal means horses, mules, cattle or sheep. 

[2] . No horses, cattle, mules or sheep, the property of any person 
non-resident within the said Municipal District, shall at any time be at large 
in any part of the Municipal District. 

[3] . An animal at large shall be deemed to be any animal not under 
direct control of the owner or someone acting under his authority, or not 
confined within any building or lawful fence. 

[4] . Any animal at large contrary to the provisions of this by-law 
may be impounded in the manner herein provided for. 

[5] . Pounds shall be established as follows:-- 

1.POUNDKEEPER EDWARD SYNGE, SITUATED ON THE 

S.W. 31-17-21 4. 

2........... POUNDKEEPER J. W. ADAM, SITUATED S.E. 1-S 24-17-22 4 

3.POUNDKEEPER ROY ALLEN, SITUATED ON THE N.E. 

1-4 13-19-22-4. 

[6] . The following shall be deemed a legal fence within the mean¬ 
ing of this by-law. 

CEDAR POSTS TWO RODS APART WITH DROPPER BE¬ 
TWEEN OR WILLOW POSTS ONE ROD APART. 

FENCE TO CONSIST OF THREE BARBED WIRES AND SHALL 
BE SPACED AS FOLLOWS:— 

FIRST WIRE—FROM THE BOTTOM SHALL NOT BE MORE 
THAN EIGHTEEN (18) INCHES FROM THE GROUND. 
SECOND WIRE—FROM THE BOTTOM SHALL NOT BE MORE 
THAN THIRTY-TWO (32) INCHES FROM THE GROUND. 
THIRD WIRE-FROM THE BOTTOM SHALLNOT BE MORE 
THAN FORTY-SIX (46) INCHES FROM THE GROUND. 

[7] , /The provisions of Section 208 to 215 inclusive of the Municipal 
Districts Act, shall be deemed to be incorporated in and form a part of thi* 
by-law. 

[8] . The provisins < of the Herd Ordinance, and the Pound District 
Ordinance, shall cease to be operative within the said Municipal District on 
the coming into force of this by-law. 

Any person who suffers or permits any animal, which he is entitled 
to possession of, to be at large within the said Municipal District, contrary 
to fhe provisions hereof, shall be guilty of breach of this by-law, and shall, 
under summary conviction under Part XV of the Criminal Code, forfeit and 
pay as a penalty an amount not exceeding one hundred dollars and costs, 
and in default of payment forthwith after conviction, shall be liable to pun¬ 
ishment by imprisonment with or without hard labor for a period not exceed¬ 
ing thirty days unless such fine and costs, including the costs of committal, 
are sooner paid. 


denunciation*, reports of Investiga¬ 
tions and threatening words, we have 
yet to hear of a trapped profiteer. 
And we have yet to see the reason for 
this approaching universal . catas¬ 
trophe set down in cold print in so 
many clear concise words. Excess 
profits, profiteers, strikes and count¬ 
er-strikes, Reds and Bolshevists, ex¬ 
orbitant prices and scarcity of com¬ 
modities—What’s the answer ? It is 
impossible that out of all the investi¬ 
gations staged at the public behest 
that none of the slueths have discov¬ 
ered the fundamental reason or rea¬ 
sons for the unnatural conditions prer 
vailing in this and other countries. 
The majority were men selected for 
the job because t>f their special ability 
along silch lines. But as all their re¬ 
ports are nothing but glaring subter¬ 
fuges, that fight shy of the responsi¬ 
bility of a definite, truthful statement 
that would clamp the blame wliere it 
belongs, we are lead to the conclusion 
they are afraid of something directly 
connected - thereto. Would It be amiss 
to surmise from their patently guardl- 
ed statements that they are threaten¬ 
ed and hampered by the very inter¬ 
ests they have unearthed at the bot¬ 
tom of the so-called profiteering sys¬ 
tem? In our opinion the whole bus¬ 
iness'—strikes, riots, excess profits, 
O. B. U„ Bolshevism itself disguised 
under the mask of universal equality,- 
—is nothing more nor less than sel¬ 
fishness in its vilest form—a form so 
degrading that pigs at the trough 
would disdain to avail thmselves of 
such methods. 

The spirit surrounding the “jack¬ 
pot” opened at Versailles by the peace 
conference, where all the national re¬ 
presentatives held a hand, bluffing, 
coercing, threatening, even bolting, 
eyes covetously glued on the pot,— 
that spirit has run amuck around the 
world, and as a few calm and judici¬ 
ous men held it In leash in the con¬ 
ference, so must it be determinedly 
dealt with now, regardless of petty in¬ 
dividual interests. Money and power 
madness, which is the form this self¬ 
ishness has assumed, must be stamp¬ 
ed into oblivion by that process which 
gave it birth, 1. e., vigorous, relent¬ 
less legislation equivalent to that of 
war-time which made every man pro¬ 
duce a registration card upon demand 
or face a court of inquiry. Public op¬ 
inion said that couldn’t be done but 
its surprising what a small per cent- 
age of successful draft dodgers sur¬ 
vived the rigorous, impartial treat¬ 
ment that characterized the govern¬ 
ment’s action on this score. Shilly¬ 
shally peace proceedure may, in due 
passage of time, manage to ensnare 
an occasional culprit, who even then 
will doubtless wiggle free by virtue 
of the money he has so basely filched 
from the workingman’s purse and 
the ponderous technicalities of peace 
time law. 

It is a serious situation and either 
these selfish, power- and money-mad 
hecklers, who have no regard for the 
universal misery they are promulgat¬ 
ing, shall be brought up short with a 
sudden decisive jerk or the people 
may attempt to assume the power, 
vested in theflr representatives and 
the devil will be to pay. 

The case of the O. B. U. is an ex¬ 
travagant example of this selfishness. 
A few men with brains enough to 
conceive such an atrocious outrage 
knowing the strength of co-operation, 
attempted to put it to an illicit use. 
The government’s stand in that rela¬ 
tion was admirable, though rather 
backward at first. Swift, sure pun¬ 
ishment should be dealt to the heart¬ 
less, grasping leaders of such a move¬ 
ment. The sooner somebody is hand¬ 
ed twenty years in prison the sooner 
the cure is accomplished and the 
quicker the commodities essential to 
existence will assume a . r *yel in ratio 
to production.

WILL GET GOOD RETURNS 


Mr. Alvin Eby is cutting a crop of 
oats today that requires three pounds 
of twine to the acre. Five weeks ago 
there was no evidence of a crop but a 
heavy rainfall occured and meanwhile 
the seed grew with the result that he 
will secure at the very Jeast a ton and 
a half of the very best of fodder for 
his stock. Had he left the crop stand¬ 
ing a little longer the chances are he 
would have harvested a crop of oats 
that would give a good yield per acre. 
However, with the scarcity of fodder 
Mr. Eby concluded to not take chanc¬ 
es on a heavy frost. In the mean¬ 
time there is a market for oat sheaves 
that will give the farmer at least $25 
per ton for the same which is not a 
bad return for a dry year.
